of postage by the mails between this and Europe 
thatin principle, as being a benefit to trade, and 
doing away with the existing anomaly of heavier 
rates of postage being charged by the English 
mails than those of other countries, the altera- 
tlon' is one that commends itself for adoption. 
At the same time my committee with the meagre 
ioformation before them are unable to express 
an opinion upon the policy of the change 
‘as it will affect the finances ‘of the Colony.
